Upward trend in number 
milk cows is continuing 


Counting the cows is not 


a complete indication of pro- 


spective milk production but it does show probable trends. 
The June, 1954, survey by the Bureau of Statistics of numbers 
of milk cows in Canada reports a total of 3,233,000 compared 


with 3,146,200 a year ago, an increase of 2.4 percent. 


The 


rate of increase is considerably slower, however, than the 


5.9 percent recorded from 1952 to 1953. 


| 


Canada’s milk cow population 
has now regained much of the de- 
crease that took place after the 
war when numbers dropped from 
3,998,000 in 1945 to the lowest 
point in 30 years — 2,903,000 in 
1951,, It is now approaching the 
1931 level of 3,371,000. 

These changes in Canadian milk 
cow population parallel somewhat 
the changes that have taken place 
‘in the United States. The Cana- 
dian Trade Commissioner in Wash- 
ington, reporting on the June sur- 
vey of milk cows on U.S. farms, 


\ 
dairy States, but turned down in 
many Central States where other 
enterprises such as hog raising of- 
fered good alternatives to milk 
producers. 
Wide swings shown 

“Over the last two decades the 
number of milk cows on farms (in 
the United States) has shown some 
rather wide swings. Following a 
peak of around 25% million head, 
reached in early 1934, milk cow 
numbers declined steadily to a low 
point of a little more than 23 mil- 
lion head in 1939, then started an 
upswing that continued through 


says: 

“Milk cows on U.S. farms in 
June this year, totalled 22.5 mil- 
lion head, about 11% percent great- 
er than in June a year ago, but 
about the same as in December, 
1953. This levelling off in milk 
cow numbers in the last six months 
contrasts with the moderate up- 
trend that started in early 1952 
and extended through 1953. Milk 
cow numbers continued to gain 
during the past year in most of 
the more important specialized

the early years of World War II. 
At the high point of this cycle, 
reached in mid-1944, numbers 
slightly exceeded 25% million head. 
In late 1944, milk cow numbers 
turned down, with the deoline pro- 
ceeding rapidly ‘for four years, 
then continuing .more gradually 
for another three. Following a 
quarter-century low point of about 
211% million head’ reached at the 
beginning of 1952, numbers -again 
rose fairly rapidly for two years.” 

These figures indicate that the 
milk cow population in both coun- 
tries is now about at the level it 
was 20 to 25 years ago, in spite of 
the increase in human population, 
and that any increase in the quan- 
tity of milk available is due to in- 
creased production per cow and 
possibly .more abundant feed sup- 
plies.

Who is responsible for Edu- 
cation in Alberta? Does the 
yf Fe Act require the Pro- 

ince to establish and finance 
schools? Many people firmly 
believe that such is the case.

_Should underwrite the cost of

fect, however, the B.N.A. Act 
states that the federal gov- 
ernment may “NOT control 
education: its control must be 
left to the people of each pro- 
vince to exercise as they see 
fit. It is,up to the people of 
Alberta to decide’ whether 
education is to be a matter 
for local, or for provincial 
control, or partly one and 
partly the other.

Eskimo carves new upper 
plate from. walrus. tusk 


When a white man breaks his upper plate he is highly 


embarrassed, to say the least. 


When. an Eskimo breaks his 


denture, it’s a test of his ingenuity.. One Baffin Island Eskimo 
who ran into this difficulty nearly a year ago simply sat 
down and carved himself a new plate out of a walrus tusk. 


Dr. R. 8S. Robertson, the Co- 
bourg, Ont., dentist who provides 
family dental, services for Eski- 
mos in the Eastern Arctic aboard 
this supply vessel, said the hang-| 
carved denture was a perfect piece 
» of work from a professional ap~- 
proach, but he would not attempt 
to. duplicate it even, with the fine 
dental equipment of his laboratory. 


The: Eskimo,. a native.of Cape 
Dorset on Foxe Peninsula, Baffin 
Island, had the full upper plate 
made two years ago when he was 
out of the Arctic for hospitaliza- 
tion. Soon after he returned to the 
Arctic last year, he broke the plate 
in an accident. 

Dr. Robertson heard of the brok- 
en plate and repaired it—and re- 
inforced it—this year on the 
‘Howe's visit to Cape Dorset.. He 
obtained the carved denture in 
return, and said he would pre- 
sent it to:the University of Toron- 
to. Dental School.

“From a_ professional man’s 
point of view it was carved per- 
fectly,” the dentist said, “and 
from a professional standpoint it 
was comfortable, It didn’t slip or 
fall.” 

Dr. Robertson, who has been the 
family dentist for the eastern 
Arctic Eskimos for five years, in- 
tends to prepare an official report 
on. the oral condition of the na- 
tives. He said. the decline of their 
dental condition is “progressively 
worsening.” . 

“These are primitive people and 
you can only encourage them to 
keep their teeth clean,” he said. 
“A dog’s teeth glisten because it 
eats only food in its natural state. 
» Now that these people have ac- 
cess to our types of cooked foods, 
many of them sticky and gelaten- 
‘ous, their mouths are generally be- 
coming quite filthy. 

“The Eskimos: from a_ higher 
strata, with a little encourage- 
ment, are able to keep their teeth 
in better. condition, and we can 
only hope to teach one or two in 
an outpost.to do so, and hope that 
they will spread the. gospel.” 

Dr. Robertson said that Eskimos 
with little or no access to white 
man’s civilization still had better 
oral. conditiong,'than.- those. who 
live near the Arctic police. posts 
and weather stations, and have 
daily contact with whites.

Saskatchewan 
woman fells of 
life in Iraq 


CALGARY.—A look at life 
in Iraq was given. here.recent- 
ly by the Saskatchewan-born! 
wife of Iraq's forme: premier 
and present foreign affairs 
minister. 


Mrs. Mohammed Fadhel Jamali, 
formerly of Weyburn, Sask., visi- 


*|ted Calgary while her husband, 


whom she first met at Chicago 
University, was on offcial busi- 
ness in Washington. 

“The. major issues in Iraq,” she 
told Calgary University Women’s 
club, are the rapid economic ad- 
vance, the spread of education and 
reform. 

As a teacher, she described the 
educational progress with enthusi- 
asm. 


Ninety-eight percent of the 
schools, she said, are government- 
operated with students paying no. 
entry -fee and receiving free text 
books. This also applied to col- 
leges and universities. Those at-° 
tending boarding school paid only 
a minimum fee and exceptionally 
talented students nothing ‘at all. 

All this is. possible, said Mrs. 
Jamali, through Iraq’s vast oil re- 
sources. ; 

Iraq’s economic policy is to use 
oil profits for home development. 
Of the revenue, 30 per cent goes 
into the general budget and 70 per 
cent into. the Iraq development 
board. which; operates semi-inde- 
pendent of the gevernment. 

Mrs. Jamali said the .income 
from. the-70-percent royalties. in 
1953 totalled, $100,000,000.
